'Offset' Triumphs 


One of the targets in the 


campaign against pollution has 
been the throw-away plastic 
bottle or container. When glass 
bottles were common a deposit 
was required, assuring their 
return. 


But the advent of the plastic 


item threatened to fill the land- 
scape with indestructible 'emp- 
ties." But a bright chemical firm 
has just come up with a solution. 
Out in Boise, Idaho, Bio- 
Degradable Plastics, Inc.. has 
developed a polystyrene additive 
which causes plastic containers 
to gradually decompose when 
exposed to sunlight for a great 
length of time. 


This 
seems 
to 
be 
a 


monumental discovery—at least 
for those of us who shuddered at 
the thought of camp sites and 
rivers and lakes gradually filling 
up with indestructible plastic 
trash. 
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By the end of this week 70 per

Congress Considering a 
National Food Bank

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress, with an eye on the politi- 
cal scale, is weighing whether 
to create a national food bank 
stocked with about $1.5 billion 
worth of vital grains at an av- 
erage annual storage cost of 
$215 million. 


The 
Nixon 
administration, 


taking its own approach toward 
easing 
farm 
problems, 
has 


joined the American Farm Bu- 
reau in opposing the Democrat- 
backed plan that would set up a 
strategic reserve supply of up 
to 300 million bushels of wheat 
and 25 million bushels of feed 
grains. 


Agriculture 
specialists 
on 


Capitol Hill said they expected 
a close call for the measure in 
the House Rules Committee, 
which moved today toward its 
decision on whether to dispatch 
the legislation to the floor for 
action. 


The bill, which emerged from 


the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee on a 21-10 vote, has the 
backing of the Farmers Union, 
the National Fanners Organ- 
ization, the National Grange, 
National Association of Wheat 
Growers, National Corn Grow- 
ers Association and the Grain 
Sorghum 
Producers 
Associ- 


ation . 


Maneuvering on the bill could 


include attempts to tack onto it 
a measure which cleared the 
Agriculture 
Committee 
last 


Thursday by 19 to 6. This would 
provide that when the govern- 
ment announced wheat and 
feed-grain programs that add 
to reserve stocks, the minimum 
loan level or rate available t" 
producers 
during that 
crop 


year would be hiked by at least 
25 per cent. 


In addition, it is expected 


that Rep. Paul Findley, R-I11., 
will try to attach a $20,000 limit 
on all farm-subsidy payments. 


Under the base bill for a na- 


tional food bank, the secretary 
of agriculture would buy wheat 
and feed grain at prices not ex- 
ceeding the average price for 
the previous five years. 


These reserve supplies could 


be released only when market 
prices 
for wheat and 
feed 


grains were 120 per cent above 
the previous five-year average 
price received by farmers—or 
to relieve economic distress, 
provide disaster help, assist in 
a civil-defense emergency, or 
feed livestock in an emergency. 


The stocks would be rotated 


to prevent spoilage. The secre- 
tary of agriculture could store 
the supplies in producer-owned 
and commercial storage facil- 
ities. 


Rep. Neal Smith, D-Iowa, the 


measure's chief sponsor, had 
urged new Secretary of Agri- 
culture Carl Butz to support 
the bill that Smith said "would 
make available to the depart- 
ment an effective tool to count- 
eract the depressed prices." 
Butz instead announced a corn- 
purchase plan. 


Butz said Friday the govern- 


ment will buy an undisclosed 
amount of corn on the open 
market in an attempt to firm 
up farm prices. Butz added 
that this would "provide re- 
serve stocks to meet domestic 
requirements during periods of 
short supply."

$2.84 billion foreign aid money 
bill slashing America's United 
Nations contribution by $100 
' million—more than 
half—was 


approved by the House appro- 
priations subcommittee today. 


The foreign aid appropriation 


cutting the entire 1972 U.S. con- 
tribution of $100 million to the 
U.N.'s own foreign aid program 
was expected to be approved 
by the full House Appropria- 
tions Committee later today 
and sent toward the House 
floor. 


The $100 million U.N. cut was 


made by the foreign operation 
appropriations 
subcommittee 


headed by Chairman Otto E. 
Passman, D-La. 


The foreign-aid appropriation 


is scheduled for a House vote 
Tuesday or Wednesday as an 
end run if necessary around the 
House-Senate deadlock over a 
bill to reauthorize foreign aid. 


Passman said the $100 million 


cut from President Nixon's re- 
quest for $193 million in U.S. 
contributions to the United Na- 
tions was not made in retali- 
ation for Nationalist China's ex- 
pulsion. 


He said the money, the U.S. 


ante for the U.N. Development 
Program (UNDP), was made 
because the agency has gained 
a $343-million surplus it says it 
wants to use for a "one-time 


burst of additional activity." 


"Everybody wants an extra 


burst of activity," stormed Pas- 
sman. "And that's why this 
country is. $350 billion In debt. 
They make me so. damn mad." 


The impact on UNDP should

lion is not clear. The agency 
provides technical economic de- 
velopment assistance to under- 
developed countries.

Pakistani 
jets 
attacked 


Bombay, India's largest city, 
United News of India reported 
today. 


It said the attack came just 


after nightfall. Earlier in the 
day, India recognized the Bang- 
la Desh rebels as the legal gov- 
ernment of East Pakistan and 
claimed victory in a major 
tank battle on West Pakistan's 
border. 


Bombay, a city of 5.6 million, 


is on India's west coast about 
500 miles south of West Paki- 
stan. 


United News of India said In- 


dian 
antiaircraft 
guns 
and 


coastal batteries opened fire as 
the 
Pakistani 
planes 
ap- 


proached Bombay. 


The dispatch, apparently filed 


to New Delhi while the attack 
was under way, gave no idea of 
the extent of the raid. 


Air raid warnings sounded 


over western India after sun- 
down as Indian radar picked up 
sightings of what appeared to 
be a massive air strike, New 
Delhi dispatches reported. 


In another development, Pak- 


istan broke diplomatic relations 
with India in retaliation to its 
recognition of Bangla Desh. 


A spokesman for India's For- 


eign Ministry in New Delhi said 
earlier" the Indian government 
YmA uo plans to sever diplomat- 
ic ties with Pakistan.

Bangla 
Desh 
rebels 
since 


March and has gained backing 
for this stand from the Soviet 
Union. 


There 
was no 
immediate 


word from Moscow on whether 
the Soviet Union would follow 
India in recognizing the rebels. 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin said 
Sunday the question of Kremlin 
recognition had not been con- 
sidered. 


The Soviet news agency Tass 


carried a New Delhi dispatch 
reporting that India had done 
so and noted that Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi had told her 
Parliament that recognition sig- 
nifies an important 
turning 


point in the history of national 
libertion movements. 


The Pakistanis claimed their 


forces had made a general ad- 
vance in all sectors along the 
border between India and West 
Pakistan and had crossed the 
Tavi River in the Jaminu sec- 
tor of Kashmir. 


Pakistan reported earlier that 


it had seized 20 Indian border 
posts in Kashmir. 


The tank battle began Satur- 


day night when the Pakistanis 
sent two brigades of infantry 
and an armored regiment 
against Indian defensive posi- 
tions in southern Kashmir near 
the West Pakistani border, an 
Indian spokesman in New Delhi 
said. 


He said the battle raged 


throughout the weekend and 
that 23 Chinese-built 159 tanks 
were destroyed by the Indian 
forces. "Our losses were minor 
in the fighting," the spokesman 
added. 


He said in East Pakistan In- 


dian forces "are making sig- 
nificant advances and we have 
captured some territory north- 
east of Sylhet and south of 
Comilia." The two cities are 
key supply centers for Paki- 
stan's army in the east. Sylhet 
is 123 miles northeast of Dacca, 
the provincial capital. Comilia 
is 50 miles southeast of Dacca.

Put the butter and onion in a 


round 1-quart glass casserole 
(6 1/2 by 2 1/2 inches) or sim- 
ilar utensil. Drain mushrooms, 
saving juice, and add mush- 
rooms to casserole. Place cas- 
serole in a 350-degree oven until 
butter melts. Remove from 
oven. Add barley. Combine sav- 
ed mushroom liquid, chicken 
broth and add enough water to 
make 2 cups; add to casserole 
Stir well. Bake, uncovered, in 
the preheated 350-degree oven 
for 1 hour, cover tightly and 
continue to bake 30 minutes. 
Liquid should be absorbed but 
barley should be moist. Makes 4 
to 5 servings.

Egypt Offers 
Deal for 
Withdrawal 


NEW YORK (AP) - Egypt- 


ian President Anwar Sadat 
says he has twice promised to 
send home all Soviet missile 
crews in Egypt and to restore 
full diplomatic relations with 
the United States as soon as Is- 
rael carried out the first phase 
of a withdrawal from the Sinai 
Peninsula. 


Sadat charges that the Nixon 


administration misled him into 
thinking that the United States 
could in turn wrest major nego- 
tiating concessions from Israel. 
None materialized, Sadat notes 
in an interview in the current 
Newsweek magazine, adding, 
"We are now back to square 


one." 


In the interview with News- 


week senior editor Arnaud de 
Borchgrave, Sadat says he first 
made the promise to send So- 
viet missile crews home in 
talks with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers in Cairo last 


May. 


The pledge was reaffirmed 


during a July meeting with Mi- 
chael Sterner the head of the 
State Department's 
Egyptian 


Affairs Desk, Sadat says, and 
quotes Sterner as having told 
him that President Nixon had 
decided the United States would 
"now take an active role and 
cease to play the part of mail-

Meanwhile, in separate tele- 


vision interviews Sunday, Is- 
raeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir and Egypt's foreign min- 
ister, Mahmoud Riad, dis- 
agreed sharply on conditions 
under which the stalled peace 
efforts could get under way. 


Riad insisted that Israel must 


agree in advance to withdraw 
from all the Egyptian territory 
she occupied in 1967 before 
starting talks. 


"We do not commit ourselves 


to anything without negotia- 
tions. 
We have 
one pre- 


condition: No conditions," Mrs. 
Meir said. 


On another point, Riad denied 


that Egypt had threatened to 
renew hostilities after Dec. 31 if 
there was no solution. Sadat 
had said recently that 1971 
would be a "year of decision."

work with 


state and local authorities to 
establish the new corrections 
academy, 
which will 
offer 


training for correction person- 
nel at all employment levels. 


"I believe it will be the most 


effective single means of up- 
grading the profession and as- 


suring that correction is more 
than a euphemism for deten- 
tion." he said. 


Mitchell also announced two 


other federal projects to assist

and 
local 
corrections 


work: 


— Establishment of a national 


clearing house for criminal jus- 
tice architecture. To be situ- 
ated at the University of Il- 
linois, it will be funded by the 
law 
Enforcement 
Asisstance 


Administration and will provide 
technical assistance in improv- 
ing existing facilities and de- 
signing new buildings. 


—Establishment of a clearing

two. 


The above survey and ap- 


proximate cost was made in 1969. 
I am sure it would cost more 
now, due to the higher cost of 
material, etc. I have 
the 


blueprint and estimate of the 
cost of the gravity flow sewer 
line, and Fred Ellis, a prominent 
businessman in Hope, has the 
blueprint and estimate cost of 
the lift station. 


Another thing that burns me is 


the fact that the City Manager 
and City Board of Directors 
imposed a double sanitation 
(garbage) pickup fee, effective 
in July 1971 due to the fact that 
the State Pollution Control 
Commission in Little Rock- 
wielding strong arm—informed 
the City government that they 
had to bury all city garbage. 
They were not allowed to bum 
any combustible trash, because 
burning the trash created a 
health hazard to the Citizens of 
Hope and polluted the air.

been reading about the B 
vitamins and how effective 
they are in promoting a 
sound nervous system. I de- 
cided to try the B complex, 
as I have been under con- 
siderable pressure in my 
work. 


It may be my imagination, 


but I found they seemed to 
help calm my nerves some. 
As I do not want to even 
take a mild tranquilizer, I 
was wondering whether B 
vitamins really do any good 
or harm if taken for a long 
period of time. How about 
the 
one-a-day supplemen- 


tary vitamins that contain 
all vitamins and minerals 
and also include the B com- 
plex? Would it be harmful 
taking the B complex vita- 
min I already have plus the 
one-a-day? I would like some 
information on this before I 
decide to continue to take 
any kind of vitamin. 


Dear Reader—It a person 


is eating a balanced diet with 
all the essential food com- 
ponents, he is not likely to 
need supplemental vitamins. 
With so many refined foods, 
such as sugar, that contain 
no appreciable amounts of 
vitamins or minerals, and 
the need many people have 
to diet, especially if they are 
not active physically, it is 
easy to have a deficient diet. 
Older people, who live alone, 
are prone to eat an inade- 
quate diet. Under these cir- 
cumstances, added vitamins 
are helpful. 


U n l e s s taken in really 


huge doses, there is no evi- 
dence that taking vitamins, 
even if you don't need them, 
will cause any harm—except 
vitamins A and D All other 
vitamins you take in usual 
excess amounts are simply 
eliminated 
by 
the 
body 


Thus, taking the B complex 


vitamins you already have 
plus a one-a-day brand won't 
hurt you but it won't help 
you either. 


In plain language, take one 


or the other or you will just 
be throwing your money 
away. 


Now you say you feel bet- 


ter after taking vitamins. 
That is fine, but don't be so 
sure it is the vitamins. Doc- 
tors have known for cen- 
turies that giving a patient 
any medicine, even pink wa- 
ter, often makes a patient 
feel better. This is especial- 
ly true if the patient has 
nervous symptoms. The con- 
fidence the patient has in 
the pink water and the doc- 
tor lifts his spirits out of the 
doldrums, he regains his 
energies and feels better. A 
lot of feeling bad is related 
to one's emotional outlook. 
A person can truly be '"wor- 
ried sick." 


You might be shocked that 


a doctor would give his pa- 
tient pink water. F'ifty years 
ago, without antibiotics, and 
many of the medicines we 
have today, the doctor had 
little else to give some of 
his patients except hope, and 
hope came in a little bottle 
full of pink water. Phen- 
obarb was the only tran- 
quiluer he had and when 
pink water worked, it was 
wonderful. M o r e o v e r , it 
didn't cause any complica- 
tions, like dependence upon 
drugs. Pink water, spiritual 
music, health spas, copper 
bracelets and other devices 
have brought relief to mil- 
lions.

Big-Hearted Cop 
Lends Hand to 
Needy Family 


BIRMINGHAM, AJa. (AP) — 


Harry L. Jones is the kind of 
guy who'd give a stranger his 
last 
dollar. 
And 
does, 


frequently. 


He's a policeman who, for the 


last 17 years on duty, has seen 
life at its worst. But he's not 
discouraged. He says he thinks 
people just need a little help. 


Last week, for 
instance, 


Jones answered a routine re- 
port of family trouble. He said 
he found a woman and five rag- 
ged children—three girls and 
two boys, ages 10 years to 19 
months—huddled in an attempt 
to keep warm in a freezing 
mist. 


Inside the house, he said, was 


the children's father, drunk. 


Earlier that day the woman 


had taken four of her husband's 
last $11 and sent one of her 
children to the store for grocer- 
ies. When the child returned, 
Jones said she told him, the 
man snatched the food away, 
stomped it to bits. 


"I kicked the door open," 


Jones said. "Those folks were 
living there with just wall-to- 
wall floor—I mean no furniture 
at all, no food.'" 


Jones said he radioed head- 


quarters he was going to the 
grocery store, then spent the 
only money he had—16—on food 
for the family. 


"None of that comes as a 


surprise 
to me," said Mrs. 


Jones, who has been married to 
the 
big-hearted 
Birmingham 


native for 18 of his 43 years. 


"1 recall one occasion he 


called home one night and 
asked if we had any money in 
the bank. I told him we had a 
little bit. He said he had found 
a young woman who had no 
place to go, so he paid her 
room rent at the YMCA for a 
week with a $30 check. 


"I had to go out and borrow 


the money the next day to cov- 
er the check," she said. 


Recalling his experience last 


week, Jones says, "I was really 
touched by that family. I'm go- 
ing to work with the man ... 
try to help him get rehabili- 
tated. I've talked to him about 
Alcoholics Anonymous and he 
seems acceptable to it.

"You should have seen the 


eyes of those kids when we
